In opening the discussion, Mr: Hartley 
’ explained that they had attended vith the 
object. of establishing the right’ of tho 
Press bo present, at’ Courts- martial, 
That right, he said, had been. first estab- 
‘lished over twenty_years ago by the late 
“Mr..C,. V,. Hartley, barrister-at-law—his 
' dncle—who was. the, first journalist to 
attond a Court-martial in Woolwich. He 
‘had established that right after exhaustive 
Aegal research, 
_ The President. snid (hat since seeing the- 
Rule of Procedure: quoted he was quite 
satisfied that he had yo.power to. exclude 
‘tho Press,: but under tho’ section’ upon’ 
which ho: had acted on, Monday: ha could 
* not allow. the taking of shorthand notes, 
as the.accused had objected to shorthand 
notes being taken. 
Mr... Knight, submitted: that. the Court 


.ecwas not called.upon to ‘ask whether 


accused alle to “tho: presenca of 
reporters. *" 

Mr. ‘Hartley abserved ihat if- neeused 
‘men were asked if they objected lo their 
eases being’ reported. they would naturally 

~ make an objection. This .gould never have 
beon, the. intention of the law. He con: 
‘tanded that Rule of Procedure 71 exempted 
the Press from ‘this or ‘any restriction,” 
and. that’ the Rule of. Procedure as: to 
shorthand notetakers could only be jntend-. 
ad to apply to official notes. : 

. Upon. this ° contention,.. tho. Garrison 
‘Adjutant, Captain Edwards, R.A,, who} 38 
‘a member. of the.Bar, read the rule in 

question; and ‘having done so admitted 
“This ‘rule’ unquestionably. applies only} 
_ >to an official’ shorthand-writer.’ 

The President at once expressed himself 
satisfied that the “presamen’. had fully

My. Hartley. having ‘expressed, thanks
